air.  As  yet  they  are  not 
licenced  but  a beer  keg  bar 
fits  nicely  into  the  atmos- 
phere awaiting  that  hallowed 
day. 

After  a delectable  French 
Orion  Soup,  enjoy  their 
salad  with  your  favourite 
dressing  (we  had  French  and 
Roquefort,  both  delicious). 
The  entree  menu  is  simple 
but  the  steaks  are  aged  and 
barbequed  so  as  to  bring 
out  their  succulent  goodness. 
T always  have  the  Shish  Ka- 
bob  which  is  an  Arabic  dish 
of  lamb,  tomatoes,  onions, 
mushrooms  and  peppers  bar- 
bequed on  a skewer;  served 
with  goat's  milk  cheese  and 
tart,  black,  yicked  olives.  It 
happens  to  be  their  cheapest 
entree  (about  $3.50)  but  I 
think  theirs  is  one  of  the 
best  in  Toronto.  We  also  re- 
commend the  side  orders  of 
sauteed  mushrooms  and 
union  rings. 

Indeed,  for  warm  hos- 
pitality and  gracious  dining 
at  a moderate  price,  we 
certainly  recommend  Tom 
Tones  Steak  House.

Well,  here  we  are  again. 
From  the  letters  grandma's 
been  receiving,  seems  sonic 
of  you  are  having  trouble 
with  the  recipe,  and  the  girl 
no  doubt,  (If  it  isn’t  your 
cooking  perhaps  it’s  youi 
breathy  Apparently  that 
double  of  your  favourite  is 
too  much  for  some  ot  vou. 
One  guy,  after  his  favourite 
put  in  12-oz  brandy  and  2oz 
wine  instead  of  vice-versa.  It 
ain’t  gonna  work  that  way, 
(But  grandma  will  try  it 
anyway).  In  view  of  the 
difficulties  I recommend 
that  you  measure  out  all 
the  quantities  for  the  recipes 
then  take  that  double. 

Anyway,  now  for  the  des- 
sert. Here's  an  all-purpose 
sauce  (is:  to  get  that  piece 
into  the  kitchen,  the  living 
room,  the  bathroom,  etc). 
You  can  put  it  over  ice 
cream,  shortcake,  crepes  or 
anything  else  you  want  to 
eat. 

LA  SAUCE  POUR  TOUT  LES 
DESIREES 

1 can  8oz  fruit  (apricot, 
peaches,  cherries,  strawber- 
ries) 

4-oz  butter 
1 cup  icing  sugar 
4-oz  brandy 
1 of  your  usual 
loz  cointreau. 

After  measuring  out  all 
quantities  take  your  usual. 
Now  melt  the  butter  in  a 
flat  saucepan  (do  not  burn). 
Add  the  syrup  from  the  can 
of  fruit  and  boil  off  some 
of  the  liquid  stirring  con- 
stantly for  about  five  or  ten 
minutes.  Slowly  add  the 
icing  sugar  after  sifting  it 
until  the  syrup  and  the  but- 
ter become  miscible  and 
relatively  thick.  Now  boil 
the  sauce  again,  still  stirring, 


tor  about  15  minutes  and 
add  the  fruit  letting  the 
sauce  mix  and  boil  until 
thick.  Add  the  cointreau. 
2-oz  of  the  brandy  and  stir 
until  the  alcohol  has  boiled 
off.  If  using  cherries  or 
strawberries,  steep  them  in 
brandy  for  3 hours  in  covet- 
ed dish.  The  alcohol  seeps  in 
by  osmosis  (ain’t  in  great!). 
If  using  apricots  or  peaches, 
tear  them  in  the  pan  into 
bile-sized  pieces. 

When  serving,  heat  sauce 
up  to  a boil,  dim  the  lights, 
light  match,  pour  in  remain- 
ing 2-oz  brandy  from  one 
side  of  pan  and  quickly 
light  and  keep  stirring  up 
the  brandy  off  the  bottom 
of  the  pan.  (Note:  this  re- 
quires practice  to  avoid 
burning  the  hair  off  your 
hands,  the  tablecloth  and 
'rour  clothes).  If  you  can’t 
get  it  lit  all  the  better  for 
vou  and,  vours.  Stir  the 
sauce  well  to  thorough'  mix 
the  Brandy  and  serve  ge- 
nerously. 

If  this  doesn't  turn  your 
girl  right  on,  I guess  you'll 
have  to  wait  until  the  next 
issue.  However  with  the 
holidays  coming  on,  that 
means  more  available  nights 
to  practice.  Remember  vour 
friendy  grandma,  if  you  need 
help.  This  sauce  is  so  potent 
that  if  you  don’t  get  yours 
you  won't  give  a damn.

THE  PRESIDENT 
REPORTS 

JOHN  MORRIS 


This  edition  is  devoted  to  a 'report'  on  some  of  the 
thoughts  and  ideas  that  have  occurred  to  me  during  the  past 
couple  of  weeks. 

We  have  seen  a lot  of  conflict  recently,  and  what  was 
originally  one  single  event  has  grown  to  a series  of  ques- 
tions that  delve  into  most  aspects  of  campus  life  and  per- 
sonal philosophy.  The  simple  fact  that  Engineers  are  think- 
ing seriously  about  these  matters  is  gratifying  to  me,  and  if 
this  thought  is  the  only  concrete  result  of  this  whole  in- 
cident, it  will  have  been  worthwhile. 

It  is  disheartening  to  me,  however,  to  see  the  rift  bet- 
ween Engineer's  and  "artsmen"  being  hardened.  On  a ques- 
tion such  as  this,  no  real  artsmen-Engineer  line  should  be 
drawn.  We  must  realize  that  there  are  many  viewpoints 
and  concerning  an  incident  of  such  complexity  as  the  Dow- 
Placement  Service  question,  these  viewpoints  may  seem  to 
be  violently  in  opposition.
